Bellevrd Charge to Jury Will Take 


Up But -Short Time and That They 
Will Aeljourn to Their Room Early 
this Afternoon.

lon murder case will reach the jury 
between two and throe o'clock th's 
alternnon,' Attorney Cook McKean be- 
gan his address to the jury thin morn-

shorter period and it Is believed the 
charg'i ot Judge Umbel to the jury 
•will be brief. In order not to break 
the line' .ot testimony offered by the 
defense which was started yesterday 
afternoon a night session ol roart \v^s 
held {fora 7 until 10.30 last evening 
and v/hen it adjourned practically itil 
of the testimony on that side was con- 
cluded.

Chief of Police Barthold-Bottler was 


callei in rebuttal this morning. 
He 


saw Long at the police station after

Charles Stem testified that 


he fcaw Long about tho barroom, but 
did not see him forcibly ejected. Wll- 
llara Shipley also corroborated him.

hotel, who was relieved by Mellon 
while le ate his supper, arrived this 
morning after tho defense was com- 
pletod and a wrangle over admitting 
his testimony followed. It was anally 
admitted with the proviso that rebuttal 
could be ottered IE tha Commonwealth 
so ileslred.
